One Death Every 7 Minutes. 

From 6 p.m. Friday until 
midnight last.night, eight persons 
died every hour or about one 
person every seven minutes. The 
dead included 78 children. 

(The Associated Press reported 
that its tabulations showed a 
total of at*least 579 deaths from 
accidents, 412 of them on the 
highways.) | 

Ned H. Dearborn, safety coun- | 
cil president, said that “once 
again the nation finds itself 
counting its dead—not after a 
battle against an enemy but after 
an American holiday dedicated 
to peace on earth and good will 
toward men.” 

“The accident death toll for 
our three-day celebration was 
equal to the Texas City disaster 
of two years ago, which horrified 
the nation. I wonder how many 
of us feel the same shock and 
alarm today? 

“Our holidays have become a 
series of Texas Cities.” 

In the Texas City (Tex.) disas- 
ter when an explosive-laden ship 
blew up at a dock, the loss of life 
was not definitely established. 
The dead and missing were re- 
ported at 592 and the number of 
bodies recovered at 483. 

Double the Normal Figure. 

The Christmas weekend toll was 
double that of the “non-holiday” 
weekend of Nov. 4, 5, 6 this year 
when 310 persons died violently 
in accidents across the nation. 
During that weekend, 225 persons 
died on the highways, three in 
plane crashes and 85 from other 
causes. 

There were 396 accidental 
deaths over the 1948 two-day 
Christmas holiday, including 277 
traffic fatalities. 

Bad weather, including cold 
waves, sleet and snow, increased 
the death count by making high- 
ways hazardous and causing many 
householders to over-stoke stoves 
and furnages,. thus setting off 
fires. 

This year’s toll in Missouri in- 
cluded six traffic deaths, two from 
fires and one miscellaneous; IIli- 
nois, 31 traffic deaths and seven 
miscellaneous. 

Injured 8 Hours Before Found. 

In Illinois two girls and a youth 
lay helpless and seriously hurt in 
a wrecked automobile for eight 
hours before their plight was dis- 
covered Christmas morning. Two 
others in the machine were found_ 
dead. ‘ 

The five were returning from .a 
dance: about midnight when their 
automobile went off Highway 133, 
about nine miles west of Paris. 
The machine smashed into a 10- 
foot deep cattle underpass and 
could not be seen from the high- 
way. ‘A passerby discovered it. 

Killed in the crash were Ruby 
Fern Pine, 20 years old, of Paris,. 
and William Arthur Downing, 34, 
of Gary, Ind. Seriously hurt were 
Charles Roberts, 24, and Betty 
Thomason and Edna Mohler, each 
18. They are from Paris. 

Texas Leads in Deaths. 

The State of Texas led the na- 
tion in the number of accidental 
deaths. Seventy-six persons 
were killed, including 37 in traf- 
fic, 12 in fires, two in a plane 
_ erash and 24 in miscellaneous ac- 
‘ cidents. 

The number of dead in Texas 
included a mother and five of her 
six children who burned to death 
when an over-heated stove de- 
stroyed their house at San An- 
tonio, and a couple and their two 
children killed in a collision with 
a gasoline tank truck. * The 
truck’s driver also was kiiled. 

California, as usual, led in the 
rrumber of traffic deaths with 43. 
The state was second in total cas- 
ualties with 55. New York, had 
a total of 31 deaths, 23 in traffic.

HEAVY FOG SLOWS 
HOLIDAY TRAVEL; 
PLANES GROUNDED 


Christmas holiday travelers 
were slowed in their homeward- 
bound trek last night as heavy 
fog blanketed the St. Louis area. 
About 15 flights were canceled at 
Lambert-St. Louis Municipal Air- 
port as traffic at the field was 
halted from 7:03 p.m. yesterday 
until 6:49 o’clock this morning. 

The fog extended approximate- 

ly 75 miles west of St. Loufg and 
about 25 miles east: Visibility at 
the airport was as low as one- 
eighth of a mile and.the ceiling 
ranged from zero to 200 feet dur- 
ing most of the night, the Weath- 
er Bureau said. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol 
reported fairly heavy highway 
traffic but said the fog came late 
enough so as not to be too much 
trouble. 

Generally fair weather is ex- 
pected for today, tonight and to- 
morrow with temperatures near 
40 degrees during the daylight 
hours, the Weather Bureau said.

COST OF URANIUM 
NOW EQUIVALENT TO 


COAL AT $10 A TON 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (AP) — 
Dr. John R. Dunning, Columbia 
University physicist, one of the 
head scientists in sponsoring the 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) factory .which 
produces uranium 235, reported 
to the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science yes- 
terday the cost of uranium had 
been reduced to between $10,000 
and $25,000 a pound; which is 
equivalent to coal at about $10 a 
ton. 

The equivalence is due to 
the fact that one pound of ura- 
nium 235—the atomic fuel—con- 
tains as much heat as 2000 tons 
of coal. He emphasized that his 
figures did not mean that power 
could be produced as cheaply 
from uranium as from coal. 

‘ Dr. Dunning said uranium must 
be used for at least the early 
stages in developing peacetime 
atomic power. 

‘He did not say how much ura- 
nium 235 is being made, but Dr. 
Niels Bohr, the famous Danish 
scientist who helped produce 
atomic bombs, said after the war 
that the single big Oak Ridge 
plant was making about six 
pounds’ a day. Afterward Bohr 
said he hadn’t intended to tell. 

Dr. Dunning predicted scien- 
tists will discover better and 
cheaper ways of producing atomic 
power. 

“When,” he said, “uranium fis- 
sion converts only one part in a 
thousand of mass into energy, we 
certainly have plenty of room for 
some faith in the future and some 
new ideas and discoveries.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Dr. Albert Einstein, whose theory 
of relativity helped open up the 
whole vast field of atomic: re- 
search, has put: forward an even 
more sensational theory. 

He calls it “a generalized 
theory of gravitation.” — 

It is a mathematical descrip- 
tion of the mystery of gravity— 
tho common force that, keeps our 
feet on the floor and rules the 
movements of the stars. . 

If the theory can be proved it 
would explain every physical m>- 
tion in the universe, from. the 
inside of an atom to the enor- 
mous galaxies of outer space. 

Einstein has spent the last half 
of his 70 years looking for the 
answer to this ultimate problem, 
known to science as the “unified 
field theory.”

The special theory pointed out 
that everything in the universe is 
in, rapid motion, that motion in- 
creases. the mass of any body. He 
said it is not possible to measure 
both the speed and the mass, or 
weight, at any given instant. So 
he: wrote general mathematical 
laws to cover this trouble. These 
showed the possibility that time is 
not the same in different parts of 
-the universe. 

General relativity was the out- 
growth of the early studies. Gen- 
eral relativity rewrote Newton's 
gravitational laws in a mathemat- 
ical form, so that it wasn’t neces- 
sary to measure and weigh to cal- 
culate what was happening. 

Einstein’s laws agree with 
Newton’s so far as gravitation’s 
effects on earth are concerned. 
But Einstein’s laws said that when 
gravitation is stronger, as in the 
sun and stars, some things happen 
that don’t occur on earth. 

Light, he said, would be bent 
more near the sun’s gravitational 
pull than had been expected from 
Newton’s laws. Light on the sun 
has a longer wave length than on 
earth, that is, light is a bit redder 
there. 

Verified by Observation. 
Years after Einstein wrote 
these gravitational laws, they 
were verified during an eclipse 
of the sun, by discovering that the 
rays of light passing near the sun 
really bent as Einstein theorized: 
That-~is- more than Newton pre- 
dicted. , 
Einstein’s general relativity 
theory also led him to claim that 
space itself is curved. That has 
not been verified by observation. 
Einstein has said that the way 
gravitation acts is partly due to 
the curvature of space. 

As one result of the 1905 theo- 
ry, Einstein wrote an equation 
saying that matter could be con- 
verted into energy—a fantastic 
amount of energy. 

It. seemed only a scientific 
curiosity until some matter— 
uranium 235—was turned into 
energy 40 years later over Hiro- 
shima. 

No one knows what it will take 
to prove Ejinstein’s new theory, 
or how long.

Ruling by Judge.

The city transit board, in argu- 
ing for the injunction, charged 
the paralyzing transportation tie- 
up had endangered public welfare 
and amounted to a “rebellion 
against the Government.” 

In notifying the board of its 
intention to comply with the in- 
junction, the union agreed “not 
to reopen the question of vaca- 
tion pay with the board during 
the present conditions of employ- 
ment” which, in lieu of a con- 
tract. run until July 1950. 

The union agreed also to abide 
by rulings of an impartial judge 
who last summer decided that 
vacation pay after January 1950 
should be based on actual hours 
worked rather than on the flat 
basis of 96 hours.

Yugoslav officials said the trade 
deal would involve sales totaling 
$560,000,000 between the two 
countries. (In London, Britain's 
board of trade estimated two-way 
trade under the pact would total 
$616,200,000 in the next five 
years.) 

The news was made public last 
night at a meeting of Parliament 
in which the Government an- 
nounced it not only balanced its 
budget this year, but had a.sur- 
plus of $520,000,000 in the treas- 
ury. 

Important feature of the trade 
pact is a British credit of $23,- 
400,000 repayable jin six years. 
With this credit Tito can buy 
British machinery, textiles, chem- 
icals, rubber and other products 
immediately and pay later. In 
return Yugoslavia will sell Brit- 
ain timber, corn and such nan- 
ferrous metals as lead and cop- 
per. 

Under terms of the agreement, 
Yugoslavia promised to pay for 
British-owned property which was 
taken over in the Communist 
government’s nationalization pro- 
gram. Compensation will be paid 
at the rate of $1,416,800 annually 
for eight years. 

Minister of Trade Milentije 
Popovic disclosed that govern- 
ment expenses next year would 
total $2,514,920,000, roughly a 12 
per cent above this year’s budget. 

An amnesty for more than 7000 
prisoners was announced in Par- 
liament.

Body Found in Hotel Hall. 

The severely-burned ‘body of 
William Kokos, 77 years old, a 
kitchen employe of Hotel Jeffer- 
son, was found by firemen in a 
hall near his room on the third 
floor of the Embassy Hotel shortly 
after the blaze was discovered at 
5:30 p.m. Christmas. 

Another third-floor occupant, 
John Sankovic, suffered burns of 
the head and face when’ he at- 
tempted to leave by a stairway. 
He finally got out of the burning 
building by a fire escape. 

Patrolman Otto Vogts, 4123A 
Flad avenue, attached to Central 
district, suffered cuts of the hands 
when he tripped in the street 
while seeking to avoid spray from 
a fireman’s hose. 

14 Routed From Rooms. 

Fourteen persons were routed 
from their rooms at the hotel by 
the fire, attributed to defective 
wiring between the’ third-floor 
ceiling and the roof. Firemen had 
the flames, which for a time shot 
high above the roof, under con- 
trol in two hours. 

The alarm was turned in by 
Duroche Larrets, who had alight- 
ed from an Olive streetcar when 
he heard a man shouting from a

Was on fire. 

Several stores on the first floor 
of the building, owned by the Du- 
binsky Realty Co., were damaged 
by water and smoke. The hotel 
is operated by Andrew Andreolas, 
6162A West Park avenue. 

Fire Breaks Out in Shaft. 

The blaze in the eight-story 
Merchants Laclede building, occu- 
pied by attorneys, finance com- 
panies and insurance firms, broke 
out at 1 a.m. Christmas at the 
bottom of a heating shaft on the 
first floor. Fire Chief Walter 
Kammann said there was an accu- 
mulation of rubbish near the 
shaft. 

Firemen had difficulty fighting 
the blaze, which went up the 

shaft and spread through all 
floors of the recently-remodeled 
building. 

Alvin B. Vittert, 807 Glenridge, 
Clayton, owner of the building, 
disagreed with Kammann’s $20,- 
000 estimate of damage to the 
structure. He said the loss would

On the other hand, work of the 
Salvage Corps members was 
“splendid,” Vittert said, adding 
that he plans to send them a 
check for their welfare fund in 
appreciation. \ 

Cause of the fire that started 
at 1:15 a.m. Christmas at Flot- 
ken’s market was undetermined. 
Firemen estimated damage at 
$20,000 to the building and $40,- 
000 to the contents but Frank 
Flotken, 7550 Byron place, Clay- 
ton, the store operator, said dam- 
age to the contents would be 
about $80,000. He does not own 
the building. 

Remove $7012 From Safe. | 

Flotken and his father, Morris 
Flotken, 900 Audubon avenue, 
Clayton, entered the store as 
soon as the fire had abated and 
removed $7012 in receipts from 
a safe. Police escorted them to a 
night depository of a bank. 

A fire, attributed to spontane- 
out combustion, started shortly 
before 7 o’clock last night on the

Of his more active partner in 
the effort to keep the place up, 
Reedy wrote: 

“T admire her force, her deter- 
mination, her all-around ability 
more and more. She’s the best 
ever was. Stuck to me when all 
was up and the Mirror nearly in 
the hands of receivers and me 
drunk. 

“The general farm hand is one 
lazy — — —. The Mrs. has to 
do all the work. I’m lazy, and 
forget to watch things. She works 
like the very devil and of course 
loses her temper. She thinks she 
can make money out of the farm. 
I know she can’t, but why stop 
her? Better I be bust than she 
be deprived of her interest.” 

After Reedy’s death at San 
Francisco in midsummer of 1920, 
Mrs. Reedy tried running a tea- 
room at Clonmel,

Heany, connected with a plumb- 
ing firm, occurred in 1922, but 
was of short duration. In recent 
years she has lived at the Cham- 
bers street flat, making occasional 
calls on her friends of more pros-

Belated Compensation. 


The squeeze on the farmer’s 
profit and loss account is apt to 
continue into 1950. Prices are off 
from: the early months of this 
year. Cotton sells for 30 cents a 
pound as against 33 cents in Jan- 
uary; hogs are about $15 a hun- 
dredweight versus $21; 
$2.20 versus $2.25; corn $1.30 ver- 
sus $1.43. Steers however are 
higher—$31 as against $27.50. And 
crops won't be as large as in 
1949. 

The probability is that cash re- 
ceived from marketings will run 
to about $25,000,000,000, as 
against $27,700,000,000 this year 
and the postwar high $30,800,000,- 
000 in 1948. And though expenses 
will be down they won't be 
down nearly enough to offset the 
cut in sales. Roughly, here’s the 
picture:

Though 1950 income is figured 
to be down about a third from 
the postwar peak, the drop is any- 
thing but catastrophic. After the 
first two world wars income 
dropped 60 per cent. More-over, 
the decline follows two years— 
1947 and 1948—which were super- 
ultra times in agriculture. 

In a sense, those good years 
were belated compensation for his 
disastrous earnings during the de- 
pression.

Headache—Too Much Acreage. 


The farmer faces an old head- 
ache—too much acreage. (That, in 
itself, implies less need for new 
farm machinery.) The year 1949 
was the second largest crop year 
in history, second only to 1932 
when depression-driven farmers 
self-defeatingly strove to offset 
oe prices with quantity produc- 

on. 


Tobacco, cotton, peanuts, wheat 
and potatoes will be subject to 
Department of Agriculture acre- 
age allotment. If farmers exceed 
their allotments, they can’t put 
their wheat, say, or potatoes, in 
government loan. 


The Government bark is worse 
than its bite. If other farmers 
put their crops into the loan— 
and market prices stay up as a 
result the non-conforming farm- 
ers get the benefit of the price 
supports anyway. Moreover, farm- 
ers subject to acreage allotments 
usually cut out their poor, con- 
centrate on their best, fields. So 
yields per acre go up. That's 
one factor in the high winter 
wheat yield in prospect for 1950. 
Excellent weather is the other. 
The Old, Old Surplus Problem. 

The penalty for exceeding 
marketing quotas is severe. The 
farmer must pay the Government 
50 per cent of the parity price 
on all of his crop above the 
quota. Thus on cotton, the farm- 
er could pay about 14 cents a

There is a new nation in the world today and 
it deserves a hearty welcomie and the best of 
good wishes. 

Born in strife and bloodshed, the United States 
of Indonesia exists by an act of freedom of the 
Dutch Parliament and the signature of Queen 
Juliana of The Netherlands, What men of good 
will over the world had seen for three or four 
years, the legislators at The Hague also finally 
came to understand. When the Dutch lower 
house approved the ratification pact, it was by 
the impressive vote of 71 to 29. 

The new state’s head, President Soekarno, is 
hardly new to the problems of statecraft. Cer- 
tainly he is not new to the leader’s role. More 
than 20 years ago, before he himself had reached 
the age of 30, he began to preach the gospel of 
independence to his fellow Indonesians. His 
gift of oratory stirred a spirit of nationalism and 
out of it came the will to fight and die which 
carried thousands of patriots to their graves. 

No one knows better than President Soekarno 
that an uncounted number of Indonesians are 
“still flaming in our revolution.” That is why 
his counsel for them now is so sound and wise. 
In words reminiscent of the great charity of 
Lincoln, the new Republic's chief urges his peo- 
ple to bind up the wounds and to cover over 
the scars of their bitter struggle. Now it is for 
the victors; to seek unity and to protect all 
minority groups. : 

India, Burma, Indonesia—so the list of new 
free peoples grows. Whatever the faults of the 
world after World War II, there has been this 
one great redeeming march to independence by 
raillions of men and women who for ¢enturies 
were oppressed, exploited colonials. All these 
can be bulwarks of strength against the spread 
of the newest totalitarianism which is reaching 
east into Asia as well as west into Europe. 

To the new United States of Indonesia again 
a welcome.

He wants the Unjted States to admit at least 
134,000 more of these homeless ones. The House ‘ 
already has given its approval. But the Senate 
has held back—largely because of the machina- 
tions of Senator McCarran, a man to whom it 
should hardly look for leadership. 

While Mr. McCarran kept the DP bill bottled 
up in committee for months and months, it is 
now hoped to bring it up for a vote fairly early 
in January. That vote should be favorable. The 
United States can afford to share its riches and 
its opportunities. And in this case, such a shar- 
ing will prove to be bread cast on the waters— 
for these people have much to contribute to the 
United States.

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Steel’s Storm Warnings 

Western Europe’s idle steel capacity is an 
index to the degree to which its economy is 
still out of joint. The steel mills of western 
Europe could produce annually 6,000,000 more 
tons than they are making now, according to 
figures of the steel division of the United Na- 
tions Economic Commission for Europe. 

To this vast unused capacity, at least some 
of which, of course, is old and inefficient, must 
be added steel plants in Germany which have 
been removed from the dismantling list, and the 
new Sollac plant at Metz, in France. 

What is the solution to this problem of idle 
steel capacity, whose concomitants in the past 
frequently have been unemployment, hunger 
and misery? If western Europe has a larger 
steel capacity than it can use, should the de- 
cision as to what must be abandoned be made 
by bargaining, by planning, by the force of com- 
petition, or by war? 

This indication of the seriousness of the 
economic trough in which western Europe is 
still wallowing may well also be a portent of 
severe economic and political storms to come. 
It is for this reason that the United States has 
been rooting, thus far only from the sidelines, 
for the countries of western Europe to submerge 
their trade and tariff barriers. It is for this 
reason that the economic committee of the 
Council of Europe has proposed establishment 
of an international organization to “harmonize 
steel production.” It is increasingly apparent 
that the Marshall plan alone is not enough.

Congress hopes in the next session to pass 
only one appropriation bill. The argument for 
thus bringing together all governmental expen- 
ditures is that it will give the legislators a def- 
inite idea of what they are doing and so help 
them to avoid deficits. 

The idea of staying out of the red ink is, of 
course, commendable. And a good idea of over- 
all requirements is just about the only way 
from keeping individual items from adding up 
to a deficit. It is for this reason that the Re-. 
organization Act called on Congress to prepare 
a legislative budget as a guide to appropriations. 

It is another matter, however, to lump aill 
money authorizations into one bill. This would 
be an omnibus measure with a vengeance. And 
experience with such measures on a lesser scale 
in the past has not been good. They are the 
logrollers’ delight. A Congressman who is not 
too conscientious can insist on the incorporation 
of his pet pork barrel item under the threat of 
voting against the entire measure. 

Furthermore, a single appropriations bill would 
leave the President no choice other than to ac- 
cept or reject it in toto. As things are now 
done, the President does have some discretion 
when items come to him one by one. The chief 
objection against the old-style ommibus bills is 
that they largely deprive him of this chance to 
resist raids on the Treasury. <, 

This has led Senator Vandenberg and others 
to propose from time to time that the Presi- 
dent be granted the authority to veto bills item 
by item. This is only fair to the taxpayers, the 


President and the Congress. Under such a plan, 


satisfactory appropriations could be made avail- 
able at once. There would not have to be in- 
terim financing while Congress reconsiders the 
items rejected my the White House. |

Now for Housing Action 

It really looks as if St. Louis is going ahead 
toward more and better housing after an initjal 
period of half-way effort. 

The 100-a¢re area which it ‘is newly proposed 
to develop downtown would house some 1000 
families at low rents and soime 2000 at medium 
rents. This enterprise comes on the heels of a 
5000-apartment project, proposed for construc- 


tion by private interests. under the Missouri , 


Redevelopment Act. It is in addition to about, 
5800 low-rent units already planned by the city. 
This makes more than 13,000 new living units 
in some stage of préparation. e 

Many excellent: features are embodied in the 
newest proposal. The project fits in with the 
general housing plans for the entire city, the 
site having been recommended by the City Plan 
Commission. A _ self-contained community is 
envisioned, which will contribute to its live- 
ableness and resist slum encroachment. It 
adjoins Carr Square Village. 

All these improved ‘areas together will not 
only hold back creeping slumitis but also will 
set a strong tone of good housing for a very 
large area of the city. In this respect the new- 
est project will be helped by its open spaces, 
the light and airy design of its buildings, and 
its park—all elements of sound housing which 
the private developers of Ilimited-dividend 
housing should emulate. 

Another good feature is that the housing will 
be for Negroes; theirs is unquestionably the 
direst among the dire needs for housing in St. 
Louis. Still another is that the plans call for 
public and private enterprise to join hands in 
developing the tract—the former providing low- 
rent units, the latter medium-rent. Here is a 
genuinely golden opportunity for leaders in both 
these fields of endeavor to show, what they 
are capable of when they get together and do 
what each can best do, instead of engaging in 
fruitless recriminations. 

Toward carrying out these ambitious plans, 
and others, St. Louis has many advantages at 
its disposal. It possesses a master plan, an 
administration that wants to make progress, a 
housing agency equipped to aid in both public 
and private developments, a state law encour- 
aging urban redevelopment,.and funds available 
from the city treasury, the federal treasury and, 
prospectively, from private investors. 

There are also obstacles still to be overcome. 
Some federal funds have been obtained but 
rhore must be. The city may have to raise more 
money. Private financing must be arranged. 
Provisions must be made to rehouse people who 
will be dispossessed—simple justice always re- 
quired it and federal housing regulations now 


demand it. But we are on the way.

Woman of What Year? | 


Dr. Margaret Mead, the noted anthropologist, 
has been named Woman of the Year in Science 
in the annual Associated Press poll, and in her 
case the title is soméwhat underdone. Miss 
Mead’s revealing studies in culture make her 
a woman of many years to come, and as for 
science, her field is the whole realm of man. 

“Male and Female,” her latest book, is a 
study of sex relations in America made possible 
by years of similar study of similar subjects in 
Samoa, Bali and New Guinea. What she sees 
here and now is the great difficulty of men be- 
ing men and women being women, compared to 
the situation in simpler, less frustrating cultures. 

One of Miss Mead’s teachers, Ruth Benedict, 
made similar comparisons of contemporary eco- 
nomics with the ways of the Indians and South 
Sea islanders. In only a few of the so-called 
primitive peoples did she find the lash of com- 
petition for wealth to be more severe, and less 
productive of serene individuality, than it is in 
this country today. 

It would seem strange to a citizen of Albu- 
querque, or New York, that a Pueblo Indian 
would find our constant, frantic drive for prog- 
ress not only unthinkable, but incomprehensi- 
ble. Yet the record of it lies not only in our 
machines and skyscrapers but in our asylums. 

Possibly, if modern man could view the less 
modern peoples of this earth with a little less 
pride in himself and a little more humility, he 
might learn some simple facts of living. It is 
the facility for turning ourselves outside-in 
that makes Margaret Mead a person of impor- 
tance in 1949, or 1955. 
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Christmas in New York 


New York didn’t want a white Christmas. It 
wanted a rainy one and that is just what New 
York got. And that was the best possible of all 
Christmas presents just now—for New York. 

The two and a half inches of rain which fell 
over the weekend was the first worth measur- 
ing since last spring. What was even better, the 
forecast was for 24 hours more of steady down- 
pour. Twenty-four days of it, more or less, would 
be none too much. The fall and winter season 
must not only keep up with current daily re- 
quirements. Heavy rain is needed to store up 
a water supply for next year. 

Industrial life, particularly push-button city 
life, has seemingly removed modern families a 
long way from nature and the soil. New York's 
plight and its thankfulness for a few inches of 
rainfall are reminders that however surrounded 
we are by the latest comforts and gadgets, we 
are all at times still primitive children under 
the open skies.

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Some Worthy Achievements 


To justify both the original appro- 
priation and the additional one, Allen, 
an ex-newspaper man and ex-teacher, 
described how the public affairs of- 
fice had managed to dispel Australian 
misgivings about our policy in Indonesia; 
how it had helped the Indian national 
assembly draft a new constitution; how 
it tells an estimated 25,000,000 foreigners 
“what Americans are like”; and, most im- 
portant of all, how it is keeping up the 
courage of “all the peoples of eastern 
Europe who hope some day to recover 
their liberties.” 

Nevertheless, there appears to be an 
underlying inadequacy in the entire in- 
formation effort. The difficulty lies in 
the article our information staff is try- 
ing to “sell”; the voice of gdemocracy, by 
its nature, cannot easily reach the ears 
of ‘people deafened by the assertive claims 
of totalitarianism. 

The trouble with our propaganda cam- 
paign is that, in spite of its commendable 
intentions, it does not seem to be moving 
toward a tangible goal. 


Unable to pursue a. straight and con- 
sistent path, our propaganda cannnot help 
being negative or at the mercy of events. 
One day, it may baldly play up the story 
of Madame Kasenkina’s pathetic escape 
from Soviet captivity—an effective but at 
best a tactical move within the grand 
strategic design, especially since the 
Kasenkina story is 14 months old. The 
next day, up against the broad strategic 
theme provided by the mass exodus of 
political and intellectual refugees from 
behind the Iron Curtain, it is likely to 
be hesitant and timid, giving the subject 
a factual minimum of coverage. 


Strange Case of Under-Emphasis 


A democracy may—and, of course, 
should—place its own noble mute on its 
instruments of propaganda. It certainly 
should avoid making the shrill and blatant 
noises of totalitarian brass sections. But 
first of all it needs practice in using the 
mute, and the audacity to put it aside 
when penetrating notes are called for. 

If it is true that we are out to defeat 
the U.S.S.R. in a cold war, the realistic 
approach would be frankly. to. identify 
the opponent as the U.S.S.R.,’ and then to 
develop a strategy that would cause ma- 
terial embarrassment to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment; catise ideological embarrassment 
to the Soviet leadership; undermine faith

in that leadership; and alienate thé Krem- 
lin’s adherents. , 

“Good propaganda must plug ‘itself into 
the vacant sockets of live conflicts in the 
opponent’s camp, and gain power for its 
own purposes from the current that such+ 
conflicts usually generate. The Stalin- 
Tito rift provides a singular opportunity 
for the practical demonstration of this 
principle. American propaganda, how- 
ever, plays the conflict fairly straight— 
almost as an academic dispute that de- 
serves only scant and blase comment from 
an aloof observer. 

Mere reportage of the intra-Cominform 
conflict is not enough. The Stalin-Tito 
rift can be understood only against the 
background of the realities of the Comin- 
form, and of the aspirations of Bolshevik 
imperialism. 


Turn Marx Against Stalin 


A. great opportunity was missed in 
1948 during the one hundredth anni- 
versary of “The Communist Manifesto.” 
Marx, the hero of the celebration, was a 
European par excellence, a political and 
economic philosopher of the evolutionary 
West and not of the anarchical East. 

The anniversary of the “Manifesto” 
should have been observed in this spirit, 
and not in the vituperative, unscientific 
manner western propagandists, including 
those 6f Socialist Britain, created it. The 
debate should have been conducted from 
the American end by a world-renowned 
scholar dexterous enough to show that our 
opponents are not even consistent in de- 
fining their professed beliefs. His task 
would have been to show that Marx him- 
self drifted off on “deviations” which no 
pseudo-scientist of the Moscow Institute 
named after him could satisfaetorily ex- 
plain. The “Manifesto” contains much to 
cite against Soviet-Russian claims and 
abuses. 

As our offensive went on, an all-out 
campaign could be mounted against some 
of the basic tenets and themes of Soviet 
propaganda. The two most important are 
the theme of capitalist encirclement, 
pillorying the “warmongers and imperial- 
ists of the West,” allegedly bent on the 
destruction of Russia, and the Wall Street 
theme. 

The Soviet idea that the capitalists were 
closing in on Russia was proven monu- 
mentally wrong during the Second World 
War, when the western world allied itself 
with the Bolsheviks, instead of joining 
Hitler to hasten the destruction of the 
Soviet state. Is there a better argument 
for the demolition of this theme than the 

e records of the West and the 
East in their dealings with Nazism? 


Other Half of Strategy 


The second major theme could be easily 
proven fallacious in any number of ways. 
We could get off to a good start by re- 
counting Andrei Gromyko's intimate con- 
tacts with American financiers and in- 
dustrialists, and his famous remark, “The 
only friends we have left in the United 
States are American big business.” We 
could go on to tell about Amtorg’s cordial 
relations with the National Association of 
Manufacturers; and of the friendship and 
business co-operation prevailing within the 
American-Russian Chamber of Commerce, 
most of whose members usually vote 
straight Republican. — 

Our propaganda should be raised to an 
ideological level above the pedestrianism 
of straight reportage. By no means aban- 


. doning a “Strategy of Truth,” which has 


been one of the sources of strength in 


- our propaganda effort, we must deve 


a “Strategy of Propaganda Action.”

Between Book Ends 


A Fine Satiric Mind 


THE ROCK POOL, by Cyril Connolly. (New Directions 

Press, 190 pgs. 50. 

Mr. Cyril Connolly, the brilliant English 
critic of life and letters—and of the tend- 
encies of governments, left, right or mid- 
dle, to place restrictions on life and letters 
—is the author of such successful works of 
criticism as “Enemies of Promise” and 
“The Condemned Playground,” and of the 
biting “Comment” which frequently pref- 
aces his fine monthly magazine, “Horizon.” 

In 1935 he dppeared before a limited 
public as a novelist with “The Rock Pool,” 
which had to come out in Paris because of 
the timidity of English publishers: their 
tendency, as Mr. Connolly puts it, to begin 
sentences with “We are afraid ...” Now 
it has been reprinted at a moderate price 
by the New Directions Press. Its republi- 
cation was absolutely essential to give us a 
more complete picture of Mr. Connolly's 
acrid, satiric mind, as well as to increase 
our knowledge of the condemned play- 
ground which was the Europe of the '30s, 

The hero—or rather, the leading charac- 
ter, for Edgar Naylor is no hero—is a 
young Englishman whose igherited income 
enables him to travel where he will and to 
work, or to appear to work, on a life of the 
rather unimportant banker-poet, Samuel 
Rogers. He goes to the south of France, 
intending,to study expatriate life there as 
one might study lifé in an aquarium, or, 
better, in a rock pool—‘“a microcosm cut 
off from the ocean by the retreating eco- 
nomic tide.” 

Quickly enough, however, Naylor ceases 
to be the objective observer, and begins to 
lead the life of the heterogeneous group he 
finds there. The inhabitants of the rock 
pool spend his money for him, and when 
he is penniless, abandon him. We last see 
him, a victim of Pernod, waiting for his 
next check, and accepting in the mean- 
time the insults of other Englishmen. 

But he has ceased to be as unpleasant a 
person as, in his supercilious British snob- 
bery, he had previously been: “He had 
grown to like the troglodytes, these fierce, 
unfashionable expatriates. What was fine 
in them, their refusal to conform, their 
independence, their moral courage, was 
their own; what was weak, their instability, 
hopelessness and predatory friendships, 
was the result of a system: of the clumsy 
capitalist world that exalts money-making 
and poisons leisure, that suppresses talent, 
starves its artists ... and encourages only 
the vulgarity of competition, the triumph, 
the suspicion, the heartbreak of the ac- 
qguisitive life.” 

Mr. Connolly's hatred of this vulgarity, 
and the unpleasant character he has 
chosen to represent it, combine in a story 
which has admirable satiric quality. In his 
attack, through Naylor, upon the pedantry 
and prudery of his native culture, Mr. 
Connolly appears before us as - 
ably one of the fine satiric minds of our 
day.

Gen. Lucas, at the time of his 
death, was deputy commander of 
the Fifth Army with headquar- 
ters in Chicago. He had been 
confined to the Great Lakes Naval 
Hospital since Dec. 16. 

In May 1943, Gen. Lucas was 
assigned overseas as personal 
deputy to Gen. Eisenhower. He 
participated in the North African 
invasion in this capacity, and 
later accompanied Gen. George 
Patton at his landing in Sicily. 
Later Gen. Lucas was assigned to 
command the Second Corps in 
Sicily in 1943, and shortly there- 
after took command of the Sixth 
Corps in Italy.

So a child in a play group learns to modify its behavior 
in relation to its living companions. It soon acquires some of 
the invaluable give-and-take which is essential for emotional 
maturity. 

“Only” children tend to be grandstanders and selfish, far 
more than do the youngsters in larger families who have had 
to share toys and parental attention. Even the best child psy- 
chologists among parents cannot make up for lack of living 
playmates for the “only” child.

IN ORDER TO BUILD unselfishness into our youngsters, 
and unselfishness is never inborn, we must utilize daily epi- 
sodes which enable us to teach him generosity and sharing. 

If our child has a brother or sister, there will be daily 
clashes which enable mother or father to point out the vir- 
tues of the Golden Rule. These daily quarrels are thus in- 
valuable in character building, for they furnish the “inci- 
dents” which parents can use for lessons in morality and 
unselfishness.

These fleeced 
sheets—also called cotton blan- 
kets—-are smaller than the stand- 
ard muslin or percale_ sheets. 
They are generally finished at 
the torn ends with a blanket /|- 
stitch instead of a hem. They can 
be laundered in the same way as 
a conventional sheet, although 
they should be tumbled dried in- 
stead of being ironed. Tumble 
drying or drying in a dryer raises 
their nap and therefore makes 
them warmer.
